W a s h in g to n , December 5th.—The gaba­ 
nes were crowded with spectators; the 
lower iloors packed w ith legislators ; here 
and there a desk adorned with bouquets 
and baskets of flowers; new carpets and 
upholstery in both chambers ; the buzz of 
thousands of voices; the subdued clamor 
of people vainly striving to gain the places 
filled by more fortunate people ; the click 
of a gavel, a sudden hush ; a prayer—and 
the Fiftieth Congress is assembled. 
T wo brand-new American flags, lifted to 
the heads of staffs over the Senate and 
House, fluttered in the northerly breeze, as 
the clucks in both chambers m arked the 
hour of noon. In the House gallery a 
crank—away down in front, beyond the 
reach of the doorkeepers—arose and sang 
the Doxology in a baritone voice, just as 
Clerk Clark was about to call the three 
hundred and twentv-live jolly, noisy, good- 
natured Representatives to order. 
The 
volunteer chorister had just finished when 
a stalwart official hustled him out. 
THE FAIR SEX ON HAND. 
Mrs. Carlisle, wife of the ex-Speaker, 
with a party of friends occupied the front 
row in the Members’ gallery. She had 
coine to the Capital to see her husband in­ 
stalled in the office of Speaker. 
Wives, 
sisters and female relatives and friends of 
Representatives crowded, pushed and el­ 
bowed to get a glimpse of the scenes that 
were soon to occur within. More of the 
tickets of admission had been issued to 
persons entitled to seats in the reserved 
galleries than they could accommodate, and 
the steps in the aisles were filled. The un­ 
fortunates outside bemoaned tLeir ill luck 
and crowded the others so that it was a 
tiresome and muscular labor to force one’s 
way through. The floor of the House was 
packed with members and ex-members, 
and also the friends of both. 
SOME OF THE FLORAL DECORATIONS. 
There were bouquets upon the desks cf 
members, but all were overshadowed by a 
floral horseshoe six feet high, sent to Tim 
Campbell of New York by the Oriental 
Club, of which he is a member and patron. 
There was no place to put this immense 
floral piece where it could properly be ad­ 
mired. except in the space before the 
Speaker's desk, and there it was planted 
and there 11 Our Tim,” as the New Yorkers 
call him , seated him self and received as 
many congratulations as looks of admir­ 
ation were given the tribute ol" the Oriental 
Club. 
EVERYBODY IN GOOD HUMOR. 
On the Speaker’s desk was a modest 
basket of flowers, and some devoted Irish 
supporter of Randall had placed on his 
desk a harp of green smilax, which evi­ 
dently tickled the Pennsylvania Protection­ 
ist. 
The members exchanged congratulations, 
told stories, shook hands with old and new 
acquaintances and generally enjoyed them ­ 
selves until the Clerk's gavel admonished 
them that the time for ’ business had ar­ 
rived. Prayer was offered by Hr. M ilbum, 
the roll-call of members occurred, and 
nominations for Speaker were made. 
THE LONG AND SHORT OF IT. 
Carlisle was elected, and a committee 
consisting of Reed and Cox was appointed 
to escort him to the Chair. Reed is 6 feet 
tall, and Cox 5. The former weighs 230 
pounds, and the latter 125, and as the two 
gentlemen shook hands on the way out of 
the chamber to get 
Carlisle they were 
greeted w ith roars of laughter and ap­ 
plause. The contrast between the two men 
was so great as to excite amusement. When 
Carlisle w as escorted into the chamber 
there was loud applause from each side. 
He walked to his desk with a small 
Morocco-covered Bible in his hand, and the 
Clerk announced that the oath would be 
administered by Judge Kelley, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, the oldest member in point of serv­ 
ice in the House. Kelley read the oath in 
a most impressive manner, and Carlisle 
kissed the book. 
Ca r lisle' s su r pr ise. 
Carlisle'3 speech of thanks for the honor 
paid him was something of a surprise to 
his listeners, lie waded into the tariff at the 
start, but told his audience that he did not 
expect the passage of any extreme measure 
of revenue reduction, nor did he desire it, 
but believed it to be the duty of Congress 
to pass a moderate bill that would revise 
the tariff and reduce the revenue without 
disturbing the financial or industrial in­ 
terests. 
After sweating in the members, and after 
the election of the subordinate officers 
agreed upon by the Democratic caucus on 
Saturday night, a dissolution was agreed to 
for the immediate selection of seats to be 
occupied by Representatives during the 
next two years. 


draw in g p r iz e seats. 
Biggs was the first Californian to be 
called when the distribution of seats was in 
progress, and he chose a seat in the first 
row, on the right of the main aisle, the 
Democratic 
side, 
directly 
facing 
the 
Speaker. Vandever was the next in luck, 
and he got a seat in the front row facing 
the Speaker, but on the Republican side. 
Felton was one of the fortunate ones, also, 
and he chose the seat occupied by him in 
the last Congress, alongside that of his 
friend Congressman Bingham, of Pennsyl­ 
vania. Thompson, McKenna and Morrow 
were among the last to get seats, and they 
fared badly. Thompson is on the extreme 
of the last row back, on the Democratic 
side, and McKenna and Morrow are only 
one seat apart on the extreme left of the 
Speaker. Some of the best members fared 
the worst in the choice of seats. 
ON THE SENATE SIDE. 
There were the same crowds in the Sen­ 
ate as in the House at the opening of the 
session, and even more bouquets. Stewart, 
Daniel, Voorhees, Beck, Goettman, Black­ 
burn. Riddleberger, Mitchell, Pratt, Pai­ 
nter, Davis, Cnllum and Manderson each 
were remembered with baskets of flowers 
in a variety of designs. 
The galleries were crowded, and the 
strangers present were treated to a sight of 
Mrs. Cleveland, who occupied a seat in the 
Executive gallery, especially reserved for 
the President’s family. She was accom­ 
panied by Mrs. Folsom, Mis3 Kingstord, 
Miss Severance and Mrs. Gilder, of New 
York, and her two little boys, and Mrr. 
Lamont. 
The President’s wife was attired in an 
olive-green, tailor-made 
suit, 
and her 
beauty was in contrast with the other oc­ 
cupants of the Executive gallery. 
1 u the 
diplomatic box were the German, Spanish, 
French, Japanese and Chinese Ministers, 
Sir Joseph Chamberlain and Sir Charles 
Tapper, and a bevy of legation ladies. 
SENATOR HEABST DISAPPOINTS THE CROWD. 
Senator Stanford escorted Senator Hearst 
to the President’s desk, and stood by him 
while the oath was administered. Califor­ 
nia’s junior Senator subscribed to the Con­ 
stitution of the United States without a 
tremor, and seemed mighty glad to have 
the business over with. 
H e was dressed in 
a black diagonal Prince Albert coat and 
vest, with trousers of dark material, and 
neatly-polished shoes. These who expected 
to see the new Senator enter the chamber 
wrapped in a Mexican blanket and wearing 
high boots, with jingling spurs, were disap­ 
pointed. 
O r g a n iz a tio n o f th e H o u se . 
W ashington, December 5th.—The open­ 
ing of the fiftieth Congress to-day was wit­ 
nessed by an immense crowd, chiefly la­ 
dies. who flooded the galleries of both 
branches. On the floor the members con­ 
gregated and exchanged greetings and con­ 
gratulations. 
On the calloi the roll 313 members an­ 
swered to their names, and the Clerk an­ 
nounced that more than a quorum being 
present the next business in order was the 
election of Speaker. 


CARLISLE ELECTED SPEAKEr,. 
Speaker John G. Carlisle was put in 
nomination by Cox of New York, and 
Thomas B. Reed bv Cannon of Illinois. 
The vote resulted : Carlisle 163, Reed 143, 
Brumm 2.

THE SPEAKER S ADDRESS.

The oath of odice having been adminis- 
• tered by Kelley of 
Pennsylvania, 
t He 
Speaker rapped the House to order and 
said ; 
Gentlemen "J the Hotter of Represen/afires: In 
assum ing for the third tim e the duties of the 
laborious and responsible olfice for which you 
have just eln "ell me I desire to tender my grateful 
thanks for the distinguished favor conferred, 
au.l assure you it will be my constant endeavor 
to justify the confidence reposed in m e by a fair 
and im partial adm inistration of the law govern­ 
ing your proceedings. * * 
* There scarcely 
ever has been a tim e in our history when the 
continued prosperity of the country depended 
so largely upon legislation in Congress us now. 
AA hutever is done must be «lone here, and if 
nothing is done the responsibility m ust rest 
here. It must be evident to everyone who 
has taken 
even 
a 
partial 
survey 
of 
public 
affairs 
that 
the 
tim e 
has 
now 
come w hen 
a 
revision 
of 
the 
revenue 
laws and a reduction of taxation are absolutely 
necessary, in order to prevent the large and 
dangerous accum ulation of money in the Treas­ 
ury. The financial condition ol the Govern­ 
m ent aud the private business of the people 
alike dem and prom pt consideration of these 
subjects, and the speedy enactm ent of some sub­ 
stantial m easure of relief. Unfortunately we are 
m enaced w ith dangers from opposite directions, 
while a p fiicy of non-action m ust inevitably re­ 
sult sooner or later in serious injury to the coun­ 
try. 
We cannot he unm indful o f "the fact that 
hasty and inconsiderate legislation on subjects 
more or less affecting the large financial and 
industrial interests m ight produce, tem porarily 
at least, a disturbance and 
em barrassm ent 
w hich a more prudent course would entirely 
avoid. 
The Investm ents made and labor employed in 
the num erous and valuable Industries w hich 
have grown up under our present system of tax­ 
ation ought not to be rudely disturbed by sudden 
and radical changes in the policy to which they 
have adjusted them selves, but the just dem ands 
of aii overtaxed people aud the obvious require­ 
m ents of the financial situation cannot be 
ignored without seriously im periling 
m uch 
greater and more w idely-extended interests 
than any th at could possibly be injuriously 
affected by a m oderate aud reasonable reduc­ 
tion at duties. 
No part of our people are more im m ediately 
or vitally interested in the continuance of 
financial prosperity than those who labor for 
wages. Upon them and their fam ilies m ust 
always fail the m ostdisastrousconseauenccsofa 
m onetary crisis, and they too are always the last 
to realize the benefit of a return to a prosperous 
condition. Their wnges are always the first to fall 
when the crisis eoines and the list to rise w hen 
it passes away. Our effort should be to afford 
necessary relief to all, w ithout injury to the in­ 
terests ot a n y ; and therefore th a t course of leg­ 
islation should he pursued which will guarantee 
the tailoring people of the country against the 
paralyzing effects of a general aud prolonged 
financial depression, and at the same tim e not 
interfere w ith th eir steady em ploym ent, nor de­ 
prive them of am- part of the jiist rew ards of 
th eir toil. 
If this can he done, and I believe it 
can, if our deliberations are conducted with 
that wisdom aud patriotism w hich the gravity 
of the situation dem ands, this Congress will 
have cause to congratulate itself on an achieve­ 
m ent which promises peace anti prosperity to 
the eountiy for m any years to come 
' 
These rem arks may he considered somewhat 
out of the usual course, and perhaps not en­ 
tirely pertinent to the occasion, hut I believe 
you will excuse them , geutlem en, because they 
relate to subjects w hich, as we assemble here 
to-day, are uppermost in th e m inds of at’ the 
people, t in the correct solution of the questions 
which these subjects necc sary involve m ay de­ 
pend the fa te -n o t only ol political parties’, but 
w hat is far more im portant— the perm anent 
welfare of the greatest and most enlightened 
constitution in the world. 
Again I thank you. gentlem en, for the con­ 
spicuous aud honorable place to which you 
have assigned me. and without attem pting to 
detain you farther, we will proceed to the com­ 
plete organization of the House. 
W hen the applause which greeted this 
speech hud subsided, the Speaker entered 
upon the duty ol administering the oath to 
the members-elect, who in groups of a 
dozen at a time appeared at the bar of the 
House and qualified. 
OFFICERS OF TIIE HOUSE. 
This duty having been accomplished, the 
Speaker stated that nominations for House 
officers were in order. 
A resolution, presenting for election the 
Democratic caucus nominees, was sub­ 
mitted by Cox, while a similar resolution 
presenting the names of the Republican 
caucus nominees was offered by Cannon of 
Illinois. 
. Brumm of I’ennsvlvania put the follow­ 
ing new ticket in the field: 
For Clerk, 
Robert Schilling, of W isconsin; for Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, E. AV. Curry, of Indiana; 
lor Doorkeeper. .1. C. Oakley, of North 
C arolina; for Postmaster, J. A. Campbell, 
of Pennsylvania ; 
for Chaplain, Rev. W. 
H. Milburn, of Illinois. This ticket re­ 
ceived the support of but three members— 
Brumm, Nichoils, and Smith of Wisconsin. 
Cannon's resolution was defeated, r id 
that offered by Cox was adopted without 
division. 
The officers elected appeared and quali­ 
fied. 
A committee, consisting of Cox, Randall 
and Cannon, was appointed to wait upon 
the President aud announce to him that 
the House was organized and ready to re­ 
ceive any communication he should see fit 
to make. Then the members were re­ 
quested to retire behind the semi-circle of 
desks, and the lottery for seats was begun. 
When this was concluded the House ad­ 
journed. 
In th e S e n a te . 
W a s h in g to n , December 5th.—The Senate 
chamber wore a fresh and tasteful appear­ 
ance this morning. The floors and gal­ 
leries were neatly carpeted and the desks 
glistened in a coat of varnish, the odor of 
which mingled faintly with that of bouquets 
and gorgeous floral devices which enlivened 
the picture. 
The Senators began to arrive and take 
their seat3 before 11 o’clock, Senators Stew­ 
art and Hiscock being the first comers. For 
an hour before noon the floor was a busy 
scene, members of both parties and their 
friends and officers of the Senate taking 
this occasion to exchange greetings aud 
compare notes. The 
CHIEF TOPIC OF CONVERSATION 
W ith the majority was the prospect of a 
conflict over the admission of certain Dem­ 
ocratic Senators-elect, and it early became 
known that the Republicans, in default of 
any caucus plan of action, had concluded 
to follow the lead of their members of the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections. 
This committee was in consultation, it was 
understood, and had reached the conclu­ 
sion to make no opposition to the admission 
of Tarpieof Indiana, but to object to the 
admission of Faulkner of West Virginia, 
on the ground that there were conflicting 
credentials from that State. The opinion 
was that there would be no dead lock, and 
that the usual course of the opening pro­ 
ceedings would not be broken. 
THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE DAY 
Opened with prayer by the Chaplain, Rev. 
J. G. Butler. The President of the Senate, 
Mr. Ingalls, then took the chair and called 
the Senate to order. 
He said that he 
would place before the Senate the certifi­ 
cates ot election, certificates of appoint­ 
ment and other papers received since ad­ 
journm ent. 


DOCUMENTS PRESENTED. 
The following papers were thereupon 
submitted and read ; The certificate of the 
Governor of Florida, making the tem ­ 
porary appointment of J. J. Finlay as Sen­ 
ator from the 4th of March, 1387, until the 
Legislature should fill the vacancy by the 
expiration of the term of Senator Jones ; 
the certificate of the Governor of Florida 
of the election by the Legislature of Samuel 
Pascoe ; the certificate of the Governor of 
New Jersey of the 
election of Rnfus 
Blodgett; the certificate of the Governor of 
West Virginia of the appointment by him 
of Daniel B. Lucas to fill the vacancy 
caused by the expiration of the term of 
Senator "Camden ; the certificate of the 
Governor of West Virginia of a summary 
of the proceedings by which the Legisla­ 
ture. in special session, elected Chas. J. 
Faulkner as Senator to fill a vacancy; the 
credentials of W in. E. Chandler as Senator 
from New Hampshire. 
The protest of Daniel B. Lucas against 
administering the oath of office to Charles 
J. Faulkner was also filed. The protest 
was laid on the table and ordered printed 
in the Record. 
The ceremony of administering the oaths 
of office to the newly elected Senators was 
then proceeded with, such Senators being 
called in parts of four and in alphabetical 
order. The first four Senators thus called 
and sworn (in all instances with uplifted 
hand and not on the Bible) were Aldrich, 
Bates, Blodgett and Chandler. The second 
four were Cockrell, Daniel, Davis and 
Dawes. The third four were Edmunds, 
Faulkner, George and Gorman. 
HOAE OBJECTS TO FAULKNER. 
Hoar objected, for the time being, to ad­ 
ministering the oath of office to Faulkner.

He understood that whatever question arose 
concerning the title of that Senator to a 
seat arose on the credentials themselves, 
the whole proceeding of the Legislature 
and the history of the case being disclosed 
and fully recited. Assuming that, in ac­ 
cordance with the usages of the Senate, he 
would him self be a member of the Com­ 
mittee on Privilege? and Elections, he gave 
the assurance that the question should be 
dealt with at the earliest possible moment, 
so that the gentleman entitled to the seat 
would be able to enter on the discharge of 
his duties as Senator. 
Kenna said the course suggested seemed 
entirely appropriate, and he trusted that 
action would be taken without the formal­ 
ity of a vote. 
This suggestion was adopted, and the 
oath was administered to the three other 
Senators and subsequently 
to Senators 
Gray. Hale, Hawley, Hearst, Regan, Saw­ 
yer, Sherm an, Stewart, Stockbridge and 
Turpie. 
At the suggestion of Senator Vest, the 
privileges of the floor were given to Faulk­ 
ner, pending the decision of the contest. 
OTHER PROCEEDINGS. 
H arris presented a memorial for a consti­ 
tutional amendm ent prohibiting manufact­ 
ure, 
sale, 
importation, 
exportation or 
transportation of alcoholic drinks in the 
United States. Referred. 
Hoar presented a memorial of F. W inter 
and others in respect to the seat of Senator 
I urpie, of Indiana, and moved its reference 
to the Committees on Privileges and Elec­ 
tions. So ordered. 
Resolutions were adopted to inform the 
House that a quorum of the Senate had 
assembled, and for the appointment of a 
committee of two Senators to join a like 
committe of the House and inform the 
President that quorum s of both Houses 
had assembled, aud that Congress was 
ready to receive any communication he 
might please to make. 
Morrill and Morgan were appointed as 
such committee on the part of the Senate, 
wiiich then adjourned. 


SENATORIAL CAUCUSES. 
W a s h in g to n , December 5th.—After the 
adjournm ent of the Senate the Republicans 
held a short caucus upon the question of 
filling committee vacancies. Nothing was 
done beyond appointing a caucus comm it­ 
tee of seven, of which Hoar is Chairman, 
to arrange matters. Blair, Allison, Evarts, 
Riddleberger, Dolph and Sherman are the 
other members of the committee. 
The Democratic caucus, having the same 
subject in view, also held a short meeting 
for organization this 
afternoon, but a 
quorum was not present. 
It is not proposed by the Democrats to 
make a demand for a division of the com­ 
mittee chairmanships according to the party 
strength, as has been rumored. The Dem­ 
ocrats hold to the theory which has pre­ 
vailed in the past—that the chairmanships 
belong to the majority. The Democratic 
Committee will take no positive action in 
arranging the minorities on the Senate 
Committee until they get the Republican 
list and see what geographical distribution 
is made in the majorities. The tendency 
of events upon both sides points to a har­ 
monious arrangement of all party matters 
in connection with the organization of the 
Senate and its committees.

Court, tor disobedience to a restraining or­ 
der forbidding them to bring suits for the 
collection of taxes in cases "where tenders 
have been made by tax-receivable coupons 
cut from State bonds. 
The opinion, which is that of the whole 
Court with the exception of Judge Harlan 
who dissents, sustains the State of Virginia 
at all points, and virtually declares that a 
State, as a political sovereignty, cannot be 
sued nor coerced in the Federal Courts, 
either by an action brought against her by 
name or by an action brought against her 
officers in their official capacity.

A V ashington. December 5th.—The case 
of the United States vs. Kate McLaughlin 
and about 170 other defendants was on the 
Supreme Court calendar for to-day, the ease 
having been advanced owing to the great 
interest involved. It is better known as 
the Moquelumnes Grant case, and is au 
action brought to cancel all the patents 
issued bv the Land Department for lands 
lying within the limits of the claimed 
grant. 
The lands are situated in San 
Joaquin county, aud patents were issued 
at different dates from 1870 to 1875. All 
the lands long since passed into the hands 
of private 
purchasers, but m any 
per­ 
sons have squatted on the lands, and 
on their petition the Government was 
induced to bring suit to cancel the patents 
on the ground that at the time the route of 
the railroad was definitely fixed it was sub­ 
sidized. 
The purchasers m aintain that there is a 
laches on the part ot the Government in 
delaying so many years in bringing suit. 
It 
is further claimed that the patents were 
properly issued, and that the greater part 
of the land is not w ithin the limits of the 
grant. 
It was upon these lands military were 
called to assist the Sheriff of San Joaquin 
county in enforcing certain writs against 
the squatters.

THE MARKET PLACE, THE WATER FUND 
AND THE BONDHOLDERS. 


The defeat of the m arket proposition 
will not discourage the friends of progress 
in Sacramento. 
They will adopt the old 
advice, “pick the flint and try again.” 
China slough is to remain with us yet 
awhile, and the Chinese landlords will con­ 
tinue to collect rents upon a parcel of 
rookeries along its liorder, which would 
disgrace the vilest quarter of the filthiest 
city of Kurope. 
It is gratifying to know that the popular 
vote was for progress and improvement, 
since there were 758 more votes for the 
market-place scheme than against, out of 
2.985 votes cast. 
But as the law requires 
a two-thirds vote to levv a s|>ecial tax. the 
popular expression cannot now prevail. The 
enemies of the projiosition, therefore, have 
nothing of which to I mast, for it remains 
that, even in so small a vote as that of 
yesterday, progressive ideas had the large 
majority of 758 votes. 
When it comes, 
therefore, to a square issue, the non-pro­ 
gressionists will he overwhelmingly out­ 
voted, and that time is very near at hand 
Unquestionably the decision of the •Su­ 
preme Court adverse to the city concern­ 
ing the water works acted injuriously to 
to the sentiment in favor of the m arket 
proposition. 
W ithout that as a factor in 
yesterdajds light, the market place would 
have been ordered. 
W hich undeniable fact suggests 
the 
thought that the policy of litigation with 
the city’s creditors has resulted directly 
contrary to the loud-mouthed and confi­ 
dent prophecies of the advocates of litiga­ 
tion. 
The city has made this progress by 
it, only, that it is settled that her Funded 
Debt Commission shall not he crowded 
from the paying teller’s desk on interest 
day, and that the city cannot be sued upon 
the bonds. 
But this is because, as the 
Judge who rendered the decision subse­ 
quently remarked, the bondholders have 
another means of making the city pay, and 
they have been applying >t with merci­ 
less rigor, compelling the levy of the tax 
and the paying over of more than half 
of it. 
T he time was when the debt m ight 
have been refunded or settled upon a basis 
of from 30 to 62 cents on the dollar. 
Those 
true friends of the city, however, who had 
no faith in lawsuit-fighting, and advised 
adjustm ent at a heavy discount on the 
bonus, and at a lower rate of interest, were 
denounced as enemies to the city and the 
advocates of the bondholders. 
Time and 
the Courts have settled the dispute, and 
justified the policy urged by those who be­ 
lieved that the city would be beaten, as it 
has been, and bonds advanced to nearly 
face value. 
The only people who have 
profited by the years of litigation are the 
lawyers and the bondholders. 
Had the 
latter mapped out a plan in their own in 
terest they could not have been better 
served than they have been by those who 
urged the city to litigate. 
It cheeked the 
party urging refunding and the creditors 
asked nothing better. 
Aside from the 
effort to cripple the Funded Iiel.t Com­ 
mission—than which the city has no more 
helpful agency, and which should never 
have found assailants among those in 
whose interests it was erected—we have to 
credit to the litigation i«>liev. the defeat of 
the progressive measure to til! the slough, 
give the city new and needed froutage, and 
remove the nuisances that are constant 
menaces to the prosperity of the co 
munity. 
Sacramento’s credit is good at home and 
abroad. 
The bondholders want no better 
■security; 
nay, they aver that they are 
ready to lend any amount of money to the 
city. 
For Sacrameuto is prosperous, grow­ 
ing, thriving, and has M ore her the fair­ 
est and most promising future, and upon it 
hc-r creditors are willing to speculate and 
make more of investments. 
W hat the citv 
nceds now is to apply business wisdom to 
this m atter; she has had enough of law 
and lawyers, and litigation, and fee paving. 
It has all ended where it began, that the 
bondholders get their money, and the citv 
is compelled to pay the forfeit of her 
bond and foot the bills of costs besides. 
Fortunately she is aide to do it, and will 
presently rid herself of the debt and go on 
with such progressive schemes as yester­ 
day met defeat, Itecause of decision passing 
over the waterworks fund to the tender 
mercies of bondholders. 


T h e report of the l’ostmaster-General, 
just submitted, shows that the expectation 
of growtli and improvement in the affairs 
of the postal service, indulged in previous 
re[K>rts, has been realized. 
H e attributes 
this ¡¡gratifying fact to “extension of the 
lim its of mailable m atter of the fourth 
class—ordered to meet the requirements of 
trade, and from the receipts of the special 
delivery service, but chiefly to the greater 
employment of all postal facilities conse­ 
quent upon the rising business prusperitv 
of the conn try, faithfully reflected in the 
postal service. The revenues have gained 
upon the preceding year by nearly $1,480,­ 
000, attaining a height never reached be­ 
fore, despite the restrictive operation of 
various reductions in the rates of postage.'’ 
lie adds that the increase of cash disburse­ 
ments has only a little exceeded $2,000,­ 
000. 
lie believes that in the current year 
the deficiency, which was two years ago 
$7,000,000, and last year $6,930,000, will 
entirely disappear. 
It is very gratifying 
to know that the postal service, which so 
faithfully reflects the expansion of the 
business and social interests of the coun­ 
try, is in su li a sound condition and that 
it is upon the eve of becoming self-sup­ 
porting. 
This was inevitable with the 
filling up of the country and the cultiva­ 
tion of the use of the service by the peo­ 
ple. W hile a great area, sparsely settled, 
has to be served, the Postal Department’s 
outgo must exceed its income. 
When the 
service is wholly self-supporting one of two 
things must happen: 
Its facilities must 
be enlarged, carrier and other service aug­ 
mented, delivery quickened end routes in- 
wroased, or rates of ¡•outage must be again 
reduced, and possibly all of these may re­ 
sult. 
The Postmaster-General says: “ The 
tim e is probably not distant when, if the 
wisest measures of economy lie pursued, 


tendency of communication between na­ 
tio n s; the en tire influence of commerce; 
the drift of intelligence and the trend of 
enlightenm ent rapidly sets towards it. So 
far from being a “millennial dream,” inter­

United States with marked favor; they 
have had tiie ear of the chief city of the 
nation, and its first magistrate has pre­ 
sided over a meeting held to hear them. 
Commercial bodies, Boards of Trade, social 
and learned organizations to a large num­ 
ber have indorsed their scheme and hon­ 
or. i their mission. 
In England every 
step they have taken has been reported 
and commented upon in the most friendly 
manner. 
Now, with such a state of grow­ 
ing feeling in favcrof the scheme in the 
two nations, the all but unanimous in- 
lorsement of the exponents o f public 
opinion, backed by the moral sense of the 
•copie of the U nited States and England, 
and fortified by the reasonableness of the 
proposition to settle our disputes without 
anus, how far distant are we from the 
m illennial of international arbitration V 
The world is tiring of the monstrous taxes 
of w a r; it is wearying of the cost of m ain­ 
taining vast standing armies ; it is ready 
to economize the means of national glorv 
and be content w ith the bloodless victories 
of peace. 
If the U nited States does not 
take a foremost place among the advo­ 
cates of international arbitration, it will 
be untrue to the theory of its existence, 
and to the purpose of its being.

R e v . H e b e r N e w to n , of whose pulpit 
eloquence so much has been written and 
said, has just preached a sermon in which 
lie expressed the belief that this country 
is overtasking its jwwers in attem pting to

The fruits, both green and cured, 
were arranged on tables in such a manner

On Wednesday evening, November 22d, 
Mr. Van Arnam, agent of Southern Pacific 
at Chicago, addressed the Grange and cit­ 
izens of Lansing for an hour, in the House 
of Representatives' chamber, depicting in 
glowing terms the glorious climate and 
fruitfulness of the soil in California. No 
doubt bis remarks did much to correct a 
widespread opinion in the East that fine 
climate and orange culture is only found 
in Southern California. In doing¡so, how­ 
ever, he paid a glowing tribute to that por- 
tson of the State, and said that the same 
condition of things would exist throughout 
the State. Every one present was supplied 
with a climatic map issued by the South­ 
ern Pacific Company, which is doing more 
to educate people throughout the Eastern 
States on the climate of California, than 
anything else. 


THE EX H IBIT IN CHICAGO. 
Mr. Huffman brought the exhibit over 
here the latter part of the week, and a! 
tended to putting it in position at 83 Clark 
street, where Mr. Van Arnam had provided 
spacious quarters for it. 
Under the direct 
supervision of Mr. Huffman, it was placed 
in position, and although it was only 
slightly advertised in one morning paper, 
to-day over 2C(J people have been in to 
see it, and marvel at the 175-pound squash, 
the three foot in length watermelon, the 
Japanese persimmons, the excellent wheat, 
corn, oats, rve, barley, millet, Egyptian 
corn, raisins, jirunes, grapes, dates, tigs, 
pears, aj)ple3. etc. 
Clark street is to Chicago what Broadway 
is to New York. Thousands of people con­ 
stantly go along this great thoroughfare, 
and the exhibit will undoubtedly be of vast 
benefit to the State of California, 
lu the 
front windows can be seen oranges, lemons, 
limes,Japanese persimmons, pomegranates, 
and one entire window is tilled with al­ 
monds from A. T. H atch’s farm. In the 
window is also placed a targe card with the 
words : “ . roducts of Central and North 
ern California, raised without irrigation ” 


COLONIES COMING. 
There are several colony organizations 
forming in this city, and from here alone 
will go to the Golden State this winter not 
less than 500 people, who expect to reside 
permanently there. Every county organi­ 
zation in California ought to senil printed 
pamphlets, concerning their resources, to 
the agency ot the Southern Pacific Company 
here, to be distributed. As the cold waves 
begin to undulate from liiperborean re­ 
gions, and rush over the great Northwestern 
and Middle States, a gentle reminder that 
there is a land that is fairer than this over 
on the Western slope of the Sierras, ought 
to be given these people, who are to-night 
shivering in the icy cold. 
Saturday about midnight the really first 
cold wave of the season, reached Chicago. 
For several davs previous the weather was 
warm, with rain and snow and when peo­ 
ple went forth from their homes Sunday 
morning, heavy overcoats and mufflers 
were necessary to withstand the sudden 
cold.

But if this blizzard bad been yesterday it 
would have been simply awful.

SCHOOL ELECTION'. 
The Dem ocratic Nom inee for Superin­ 
tendent Elected—The Tax D efeated.

The hardest workers at the polls 
were those in favor of the proposed tax to 
do awav with a portion of Chinatown and 
establish a public market. As it takes a 
two-thirds vote, the tax was defeated by 27s 
votes, notwithstanding the fact that there 
was a majority of 75S for progress and im­ 
provement. M. R. lieard, the Democratic 
candidate for School Superintendent, car­ 
ried all the wards in the city. Below the 
result of the election is given in tabulated 
form:

CITY TRUSTEES. 
M onthly Reports Received -R ills Ordered 
Paid—New W ork—Etc. 
The Board of City Trustees met in regu­ 
lar session yesterday morning at 10 o’clock. 
All the members were present, with the 
Mayor in the chair. 
The Engineer of the Water Works re­ 
ported that he had recorded 18,731,000 gal­ 
lons of water, and in so doing had used the 
Holly pump 15S hours and the Stevens 11 
hours. 
The report of A J. Wilson, Superintend­ 
ent of the City Cemetery, was received, and 
placed on file! The number of deaths re­ 
corded was 29; stillborn, 1; brought here 
for interment, 20; total number interred, 
50. Collected for sale of lots, $181 25 ; for 
vault dues, $11 25; for permits, $102; 
total. $294 50. 
The Harbormaster, Captain N. A. Kid­ 
der, reported a collection of $107 50 from 
steamers, $25 from barges, and $10 from the 
fish market, making a total of $142 50. He 
paid into the city treasury $117 50. 
The Chief of Police reported as follows : 
Total number of arrests, 226; lodgers ac­ 
commodated, 63; meals furnished, 1,084; 
cash balance on hand last report,$4 45; dis­ 
bursed, $9 60; balance December 1st, $3 10. 
The Pouudmaster reported that he had 
impounded four horses, six cows and 102 
dogs. The horses and cows were redeemed, 
but 77 of the canines were killed. His col 
lections for the month were $-17 50. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
The property owners living in the vicin­ 
ity of Twelfth aüd J streets sent in a peti­ 
tion requesting the Board to examine the 
grading and gutter which was recently 
built there. 
They complained that the 
gutter was in no fit condition to carry away 
the sewer water, and stated in positive 
terms that they would refuse to pay for 
such work until it was rightfully done. 
The Board continue 1 the matter until next 
Monday, December 12th, when it will be 
looked into. 
It was ordered that the lime for receiv­ 
ing bids for improving Sixth street from 
the alley between I, and M to X street, be 
postponed until December 12,1S87. The 
Street Commissioner was directed to post 
notices accordingly. 
The Board have recently been looking 
out for a place to locate an electric light on 
Nob llill. They decided to place a sixty- 
foot mast at Twenty-first and U streets. 
James Duffyappeared before the Board 
and requested in neat but forcible tones 
that the Board immediately -pen an all^y 
through Recreation Park. The matter was 
laid aside until next meeting. 
After allowing a large number of bills 
the meeting was adjourned, and the city 
fathers went out to vote. 


Governor W aterm an's Appointm ents. 
Governor Waterman came up from the 
Bay Saturday, and returned last evening.

T he R ainfall of the C oast — A verage 
W eath er R eports all A long th e Line. 
T he U nited States Signal Service Bureau 
has prepared the following bulletin regard­ 
ing the w eather during the m onth of No­ 
vem ber: 
T he w ell-m arked storm s of the m onth 
have been three in num ber. T he first 
passed from the ocean to the east, north of 
W ashington Territory on the 11th and 12th, 
accom panied by light gales near Cape F lat­ 
tery, and by rainfali extending as fur south 
as the northern quarter of California. The 
second appeared in Arizona and Southern 
California on the 21st, giving rains in Cali­ 
fornia as far north as M onterey. This rain 
w as light, except in the extrem e southern 
portion of California and Arizona, where 
it was unusually heavy. T he third storm 
of the m onth appeared ofl the coast of 
W ashington Territory' on the 27th, and 
rapidly extended to the south, giving rains 
along the entire Pacific coast, ltain also 
fell in light, scattering show ers in Oregon 
and W ashington Territory on the 5th, Gth, 
7th, 8th, 9th, 10ih, 13th," 14th and 24th. 
D uring the greater portion of the m onth 
the tem perature rem ained above the nor­ 
m al in all of the Pacific coast districts, this 
period of w arm w eather being broken by 
a decided fall in the tem perature on the 
23d. From the 24‘.h to the 28th the w eather 
was unusually cool, frost being reported 
over a wide area of country. 
Tem perature—The m ean tem perature for 
the m onth has been about norm al in 
W ashington Territory-, N orthern Oregon 
and along the coast of California. 
In 
Southern Oregon and in the interior of 
California the m onth has been slightly 
w arm er .ban usual, but the departures 
from the norm al are sm all, iu no case ex­ 
ceeding 3°. 
Itainfali—T he rainfall has been in excess 
of the average rainfall for the m onth in 
southeastern W ashington Territory and iu 
the extrem e southern portion of Califor­ 
nia. In all other districts it has been 
m arkedly below the average. T he follow­ 
ing table shows the am ount and distribu­ 
tion of rain for the m onth and for the sea­ 
son to Dec em ber 1, 1887:
